A year later Andover won the Har- 
vard Interscholastics at Cambridge, 
and that same young man won four 
more first places: shot put, 51 feet 
94% inches; javelin, 170 feet 111%4 
inches; hammer, 170 feet 584 in- 
ches; discus, 139 feet 514 inches.

Bombed Or Starved? 


A few short weeks ago, a very 
few, the United States and Great 
Britain promised all manner of aid 
to Yugoslavia and Greece at the 
moment when it appeared as if the 
two countries would be invaded by 
Nazi Germany. This week-end it 
was reported that 26 boatloads of 
military materials for aid of these 
two countries had arrived at the 
Suez canal, but it was too late. 
Those two brave countries had put 
up a game fight, relying partly on 
us, and today their people are con- 
quered, facing the same threat of 
Starvation that the other con- 
quered democracies have been go- 
ing through for the past year. 

‘What are we going to do now? 
Do we and Great Britain say to 
these heroic nations: “We'll give 
you things to fight with, but if you 
are defeated because we couldn't 
live up to your hopes and your 
needs, we're through with you. We 
don’t care if you starve.’ An- 
dover’s clergymen and most of An- 
dover’s people can’t see it that 
way. Right is going to win this 
war, and letting people starve is 
not right. The Andover associa- 
tion of Congregational Churches 
and Ministers has endorsed Presi- 
dent Hoover’s plan to feed the 
small democracies, and anybody 
with any feeling for humanity 
must agree. We hate to think of 
non-combatant civilians being 
bombed, we feel that’s inhumane, 
but isn’t it just as bad to starve 
them? If you were given your 
choice of being killed instantly by 
a bomb, or of slowly starving to 
death, of succumbing to the ravy- 
ages of disease, which would you 
choose? 

Persons who want Great Britain 
to win, persons who want the 
United States to send every pos- 
sible military aid abroad still feel 
that the Hoover plan can be 
worked without giving aid to Ger- 
many; it worked in the last war, 
and it can in this. When it’s all 
over, the United States and Great 
Britain will have earned far more 
respect from these European coun- 
tries than if they pursued a policy 
of neglecting starving people. 


Adventurers Score 
Another Success 


Those who anticipated a rollick- 
ing comedy in the Adventurers’ 
annual play Monday night would 
have been disappointed in the pro- 
duction of “Brief Candle” if the 
cast bad been an ordinary cast. 
A small-town dramatic group with 
the usual run-of-the-mill amatenrs 
would shy away from a story like 
“Brief Candle,” for it is too diffi- 
cult for the average cast to handle. 
Its lack of action makes its in- 
terpretation very important; with- 
out action the players had to con- 
vey to the audience a feeling, and 
that they did very successfully.

A sermonette by Rev. Cornelis Heyn, North Parish Church 


In the familiar story of Mary 
and Martha we are told that 
Mary chose the good part, for 
she was doing the one thing 
needful: she was learning, she 
was preparing her soul, she was 
interested in the great message, 
she looked forward to the end 
to come. Martha, however, al- 
though she also may have be- 
lieved, could not shake the re- 
sponsibility of immediate things. 
The world might come to en 
end, but even then she wanted 
to know that her house was 
clean and the ‘beds made and 
everything in order. She also 
liked to listen and hear Jesus 
speak, ‘but in her duties as host- 
ess she felt that ‘her guest must 
be fed and looked after. “It is 
all right to sit around and listen 
to these great things,” you can 
hear ‘her mumble, “but first let 
us get the dinner started and 
eaten and the dishes washed and 
everything out of the way, and 
then we can feel free and take 
the afternoon off.”
